CLAIMS 




Claim 1. (Currently amended) A modular rack-mounting system comprising: 
a ftgtd frame hav i ng a top, bottom and a pa i r of s i d e s forming a central 
compartment : 

a sleeve having a top, bottomland a pa i r of s i d e s within which an instrument 
mav be mounted, the sleeve being qpnfigured to fit within the r i g i d frame central 
compartment : and 

means for detachably securirfig the sleeve within the ftgtd frame.
